Piloting  mighty 
warbirds,  their  fighting  brothers  got  in  the  first  crack  at  Berlin. 
As  Coast  Guardsmen  other  lads  blasted  Nazis  subs,  keeping  the 
sea  lanes  open. 

In  Africa  the  young  Americans  under  Gen.  Ike  Eisenhower 
dealt  the  Africa  Korps  a mortal  blow  and  cleared  North  Africa 
as  a spring  board  for  the  invasion  of  Europe. 

They  have  suffered  defeats,  but  knew  not  when  they  were 
beaten.  They  got  up  from  the  stab-in-the-back  knockdown,  and 
are  now  pursuing  the  enemy  wherever  they  find  him.  As 
a result,  the  service  men  have  inspired  us  to  take  as  our 
theme  for  the  June  '43  Anchor  THE  ARMED  FORCES  OF 
AMERICA.
